n a week that should 

be filled with anticipa- 

ion, joy, and much 
baking instead our nation is 
trying to cope with yet anoth- 
er horrific school shooting. 
It’s impossible to find words 
that comfort or to find words 
that guide. It’s important now 
not to politicize this issue - 
that will come in gruesome 
relief if Congress has any- 
thing to do with it. Standing 
with my family and neigh- 
bors on the Tewksbury Town 
Common Saturday night, I 
was reassured again in the 
inherent goodness of humani- 
ty but stymied as to why. 
‘Why’ is the lament cried out 
everywhere, in social media, 
traditional media, in conver- 
sations, everywhere. I’m not 
sure any answer will be satis- 
factory. 

' I think what is hardest to 
‘accept is that little could 
- have been done to avert this 
’ tragedy - that, indeed, Sandy 
' Hook administrators did 
- everything right. Their pro- 

cedures are our procedures. 

Their drills are the same 

ones our children practice. 

Indeed, evidence is showing 

that those drills saved lives. 

That faculty and staff and 

kids knew just what to do 

because of the training. ° 

And yet, that is the most 
helpless part. Despite the 
training, the effort, the funds 
spent on security, innocents 
still died Friday. Newtown is 
every town. It is a town just 
like ours where we feel safe 
on the streets and in our 

- schools and shops and public 
buildings. But safety is not 
what it used to be. Despite 
our notions of a Rockwellian 


existence, or at least, our ’ 


attempts to recreate it when- 
ever we can, the world is a 
fundamentally unsafe place. 

The inevitable politicization 
has already begun with gun 
control advocates seizing on 
the tragedy to promote their 
own agendas. The NRA has 
gone silent, and_ should, 
because no gun ownership 
advocate could possibly be 
heard right now. In the end 
both sides will need to come 
to consensus on changes to 
gun ownership policies. Let 
us hope that the dismal 
record of debt ceiling and fis- 
cal cliff deliberations is not 
repeated when it comes to 
new gun policy. 

The autism community is 
being unfairly demonized 
upon speculation that the 
shooter may have had a diag- 
nosis on the spectrum. For 
the record, there is no evi- 
dence that a diagnosis of 
autism runs comorbid with 
violent tendencies according 
to researchers at the 
University of California. 

Our fear is driving us. Our 
need for control leads us, as a 
society, to identify and blame 
groups - gun owners, people 
with disabilities, mental 
health patients, parents, 
teachers, school districts, and 
so on. Our fear will make us 
ask ad infinitum about what 
Sandy Hook did wrong, so 
that we can fix it and not be 
vulnerable. That if we just 
pursue that one tweak to our 
plan, to add police officers to 
our schools, or build fortress- 
es to keep students in and the 
world out, then we’ll be ok. 

In the end, and the CT gov- 
_ernor said it best, evil 
’ entered the school that day. 
» On earth humans have free 
will including the will to pro- 
tect and the will to inflict 
harm. We get to choose our 
own path and deal with the 
consequences. Evil took 
' those children, evil. took those 
teachers, and evil killed his 
mother Friday. 

What has emerged, finally, 
is the realization that mental

health matters to all of us, as 
a society. That mental health, 
and mental illness, must rise 
in the collective conscious- 
ness or we will continue to be 
vulnerable to the broken 
minds of severely ill individu- 
als. Yes, we must help them. 
And we must address mental 
health issues in children. 

Parents so often do not 
want to admit a child may 
have a mental health issue, 
because it’s scary and 
unseen, unpredictable, and 
stigmatizing. And yet, if a 
child cannot see, what parent 
would forgo a visit to the eye 
doctor and glasses? If a child 
broke an arm, what parent 
would not take that child to a 
doctor for healing? So too 
must we effectively find ways 
to address mental illness. 

In today’s world people suf- 
fering with significant men- 
tal illness often end up home- 
less, bizarre broken people 
who are viewed with pity or 
contempt. Sometimes the 
only way a parent can have 
an adult child receive servic- 
es is to have that child 
charged with a crime. And 
the mental health services 
available to an inmate are 
subprime at best. 

More than half of all prison 
and state inmates reported 
mental health problems, 
including symptoms of major 
depression, mania and psy- 
chotic disorders, according to 
a 2006 federal Bureau of 
Justice Statistics (BJS) 
report, Mental Health 
Problems of Prison and Jail 
Inmates. 

In 1998, the BJS reported 
there were an estimated 
283,000 prison and jail 
inmates who suffered from 
mental health problems. That 
number was refined in 2006 to 
be 1.25 million. The rate of 
reported mental health disor- 
ders in the state prison popu- 
lation is five times greater 
(56.2 percent) than in the 
general adult population (11 
percent). 

Even more __ troubling, 
women prisoners have a 
higher rate of mental health 
problems than men: almost 
three quarters (73 percent) of 
all women in state prison 
have mental health problems, 
compared to 55 percent of 
men. 

Encouraging the mentally 
ill to commit crimes so socie- 
ty can lock them up in prison 
away from the rest of us may 
seem easy, but it is an expen- 
sive and ineffective course to 
take. Further, it does nothing 
to address the issue of those 
high functioning individuals 
who commit these heinous 
acts. 

This Christmas, if you cele- 
brate, or any day, take time 
to share your appreciation 
for your child’s teachers and 
school administrators who 
work so hard to ensure the 
safety of our kids, while edu- 
cating all of them at the 
same time. Friday’s events 
hit close to home for these 
professionals. Thank the 
Police Officers and 
Firefighters and all other 
municipal workers that train 
to respond to our schools, just 
as the law enforcement com- 
munity did in Newtown, CT. 

And take time to hug your 
family close this year. 
Whether you bicker over triv- 
ial things or haven’t spoken 
in years, whether you see 
each other often or rarely or 
not at all - take time to say

fs eould never hope to. 

Thomas Galka, who will be 
turning 91 very soon, saw 
aétign in World War Two as 
a combat medic and ambu- 
lance driver. He told the 
story of how he had inadver- 
tently signed up for the 
Navy, and when _ the 
recruiters had come to take 
him away, his father had 

- Shooed them away. Galka 
ended up in the army, and 
told the class about what 

’ basic training was like. He 
had been screened into med- 
icine, and took extra classes 
on how to help wounded sol- 
diers. On December 3rd, 
1942, Thomas Galka was 
sworn into the Military in 
Boston, and would later 
become a member of the 
Massachusetts 54th Medical 
Battalion. 

-Galka told the class in 
incredible detail, with the 
unbelievable memory that is 
characteristic of the gentle- 
man, about the long trip 
across the Atlantic, includ- 
ing the unfortunate drown- 
ing of some soldiers when 

“docked in Bermuda. He 

, went on to tell the class 
about their arrival in North 
; Africa, his battalion dodging 
‘ German bombers, and the 
eventual trek across the 
Mediterranean to Sicily. In 
comparing his experience in 
North Africa to his experi- 
ence in Italy, Galka com- 
mented on the quality of the 
soldiers, speaking to how the 
Italian soldiers “Weren’t 
very good. If they were 
Germans, I probably would 
not be here today.” 

Thomas Galka continued to 
‘tell the story of his service, 
traveling up Italy and pro- 
viding emergency medical 
treatment. He explained the 
intricacies of the Geneva 
Convention, and how that 
governed what he could and 
eould not do. He told the

Galka answered that a par- 
ticularly tough moment was 
passing by the Statue of 
Liberty, but that it was 
matched by the joy of 


with that.” 

Their program was born. 
The participants will learn 
about the way colors affect 
our mood, as so deftly 
explained in Dr. Seuss’ book.

safe in your. workplace, in the 
mall, driving across town, in 
your churches, synagogues, 
mosques, or in schools. Not 
the way that it was years ago. 
Part of the reason is that men- 
tal illness on the rise. I think 
the availability of guns is con- 
tributing to this as well.” 

Like many professionals 
across the country, Benton 
agrees that, “The real issue is 
mental health.” As a society 
we need to work harder to 
identify and support mental 
health. Benton likewise feels 
badly for the Autism commu- 
nity, which has been demo- 
nized in some media reports, 
despite a lack of evidence of 
any connection between 
Autism and violent tendencies. 

The changing landscape of 
school safety and violence 
makes proactive measures 
essential. The school district 
employs a camera and buzzer 
system at the entries to each 
school. Both districts also 
have an active safety commit- 
tee (in Tewksbury called the 
District Security Team and 
partners with the North 
Eastern Massachusetts Law 
Enforcement Council (NEM- 
LEC)) comprised of police, 
fire and administrators who 
practice lockdowns, evacua- 
tion drills including offsite 
drills, and regular fire drills. 
Those drills work, as evi- 
denced even at Sandy Hook on 
Friday. 

“Those teachers and the kids 
did exactly what they were 
trained to do,” said Benton. 

“Drills help, just looking at 
what happened, teachers 
knew what to do. They put 
kids away from windows and 
doors. They did whatever they 
could to shield kids. I think our 
staff would do exactly the 
same thing,” O’Connor 
agreed. “When an incident 
occurs, there is a review of the 
procedures. They continuously 
tweak and upgrade the types 
of drills that we’re doing to 
maximize the highest level of 
safety in all of our buildings.” 

Both districts also utilize 
resource officers; Tewksbury 
has one primarily at the high 
school but who is ready to go 
wherever needed. Wilmington 
has three; one at the high 
school, one at the middle 
school, and one who splits 
time between the two interme- 
diate schools. Benton says she 
is fortunate that the town 


strongly supports the schoolse 

Last year the Wilmington 
School district began work to 
adopt the A.L.i.C.E. (Alert, 
Lockdown, Inform, Counter, 
Evacuate) program, which 
was conceived in the wake of 
the Virginia Tech shootings 
when one professor saved the 
lives of many students after 
having them climb out win- 
dows rather than gather in the 
corner of a room. The:-pro- 
gram incorporates ‘active 
resistance, teaching students 
and teachers how to effective- 
ly fight back if corneréd, 
rather than only hide nee a 
desk. * 

Administrative staff baie 
went the training last year-and 
brought it to the school-com- 
mittee last spring. Officials 
have committed to an imple 
mentation at the secondary 
level. Training for middle 
school and high school teach- 
ers is already planned for 
January 25, with a parent ori- 
entation in March, followed by 
student training. 

Up until Friday, thougil, 
Benton was not in favor of 
bringing A.L.i.C.E. to elemen- 
tary schools. Following the 
events in Newtown, she is 
ready to move toward an ele- 
mentary implementation. _ 

“I think the only thing we 
can do is continue to do what 
we’re doing. Doing the drills, 
refining our practices,. and 
giving kids and adults strate- 
gies of what to do,”. said 
Benton. “I will do all I can‘to 
protect students and staff but I 
do not believe that we should 
turn schools into fortresses. 
We need to educate and give 
students and staff strategies 
on what to do in the event "a 
an intruder.” 

“We are public dicate we 
are open to everyone. We take 
everybody regardless of <race, 
creed, or intellect. We> wel 
come people in our schools; we 
invite parents to participatéin 
the educational process. Wé do 
not teach in fortresses; whieh 
makes us vulnerable, just Iike 
a shopping mall. We are invil= 
ing people in, and you-don’t 
expect these kinds of thirigs:to 
happen,” said O’Connor.“Bad 
things happen to good schools, 
unfortunately, all the time:”> *

Coach of the Year: Steve Scanlon (yes, again!)

~It’s the second straight 
year for Steve Scanlon as the 
Wilmington Town Crier’s 
Coach of the Year, and third 
time in the past four years. 
Since the TC has started the 
award dating back in 1994, 
he*has won it five times, 
more than any other coach, 
while he was also voted by a 
ten-person panel as. the 
Coach of the Decade reign- 
ing. from 2000-09. What he 
did in that ten year stretch 
was absolutely amazing, but 
he took that to a much dif- 
ferent level this past year. 
-Scanlon was behind the 
bench for his 22nd season as 
WHS Boys’ Hockey coach 
anid he was on the TD Bank 
North Garden bench when 
his. Wildcat team defeated 
Franklin, 3-2, in a very excit- 
ing: game before 6,200 fans 
played back in March. The 
vietory was his 266th in his 
career with the program but 
more importantly it was the 
hdckey program’s first ever 
state championship and the 
school’s 11th state champi- 
onship. 

Certainly any coach that 
wins:a state championship is 
pretty much an automatic 
Choiee for Coach of the Year 
honors, which Scanlon also 
received by the Boston 
Globe and Lowell Sun. He 
guidéd the Wildcats to a 
réecofd of 16-4-5, which 
inchided winning five post- 


séason games __ against 
Newburyport (6-2), 
Lynnfield. (2-1), North 


‘Andover (2-0), Winthrop seat 
2) and then Franklin. Those 
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five teams - three of which 
were seeded higher than 
Wilmington - had a com- 
bined record of 78-24-14 this 
season and Wilmington beat 
them all. 

But the incredible success 
carried over to the soccer 
field which adds on to the 
honor of COY. This past fall 
the Wildcats finished as 
Middlesex League Small 
School Champions with a 
regular season record of 12- 
1-5 and then won two post- 
season games before losing 
in the Division 2 North 
Sectional Semi-Final. So if 
you get this straight, in two 
different seasons, in two dif- 
ferent sports, Scanlon’s 
teams finished with a com- 
bined record of 30-6-10, while 
winning two league titles, 
one North Sectional crown 
and one state championship 
title. 

“Steve’s just a great coach 
who has the ability to get the 
most out of his players,” said 
WHS Athletic Director Ed 
Harrison. “He knows his 
opponents, both coaches and 
playing styles. He always 
has a plan. And I think 
because of his winning per- 
centage in soccer and hock- 
ey, players buy into that 
plan.” 

While Scanlon’s coaching 
tactics are very simple at 
times, very unorthodox at 
other times and very tricky 
at other times, one thing 
that really stands out is he’s 
behind the benches because 
he loves to coach, he loves to 
compete and he loves to help 
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tials, accomplishments and 
resume, it’s very easy to fig- 
ure out that he can coach, 
but he’ll never tell you that. 
One of the best things that 
happened after the team 
won the state championship 
was his post-game com- 
ments. He never once made 
it about himself - everything 
was about the entire pro- 
gram. 

“It’s going to take a while 
to sink in,” he said at the 
time. “It’s been a long haul 
for us. We’ve been close a 
bunch of times. I think it’s 
more of a culmination of 
things. Everyone who has 
ever played at Wilmington 
High can have a piece of this 
title. These guys did a great 
job winning it, but it’s really 
been a program wide goal. 
To see it happen is amazing. 
If you ever played hockey at 
Wilmington High, today is a 
proud day for you.” 

Scanlon will tell you today 
that besides his wife and his 
three children, perhaps that 
magical day of celebrating 
with the exciting state 
championship rates as one 
of the best days of his entire 
life. 

“If you are a fan of 
Wilmington Hockey, that’ 
was a big day for you espe- 
cially for someone who 
played or has been watching 
games for over sixty years,” 
he said. “I remember watch- 
ing kids play when I was 
younger, I remember play- 
ing and now as a coach we 
had so many great teams. 
Under (former coach) Bill 
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“Then a couple of years 
ago (back in 2008) we went 
to the final and lost by a 
goal. This year we got back 
there again and we finally 
won. It was a very exciting 
run. It was crazy being a 
part of that. The crowds 
were a huge lift to us every 
game. You have to have a lot 
of things come together to 
win. The kids were a real 
close knit group, we had 
crazy speed with our for- 
wards, we had the great 
goaltending with Drew and 
we just rose to the occasion. 
It’s hard to imagine any- 
thing better than that run. It 
was just so much fun.” 

The crazier thing is that 
people around town here in 
Wilmington will never stop 
selling Scanlon short. Over 
the past decade, it seems 
like the veteran coach never 
caught a break with fans 
and parents, despite his 
amazing accomplishments. 
While Wilmington competed 
in the Cape Ann League, the 
team won the league title 10 
of the 16 years, won a North 
Sectional title, and advanced 
to the state final back in 
2008. His career record now 
stands at 266-145-45, and his 
teams have qualified for the 
state tournament 17 of the 
last 18 years. Yet, according 
to some, that’s still not good 
enough and he was asked 
about that. 

“You always have that no 
matter what sport you 
coach,” he said. “But hockey 
is a unique sport and every 
red-blooded male in North 
America will tell you how to 
coach. But what we have 
done here is satisfying. I 
think we have good schemes, 
I think everyone works hard 
from the coaches to the 
players and we proved that 
this year. Whether you win a 
state championship or not, 
there will be grumbling but 
there’s nothing you can do 
about it. All I know is this 
past year was.a lot of fun to 
be a part of.” 

About five months after the 
state championship on the 
ice, Scanlon was back at 
coaching, but with his whis- 
tle and shorts. He was 
behind the bench once again 
as the boys’ soccer coach 
and all the team did was fin- 
ish 12-1-5 in the regular sea- 
son before going 2-1 in the 
playoffs. In the combined 21 
games, the team posted an 
incredible 14 shut outs. 

“I thought we had an 
incredible soccer season,” 
he said. “We knew going in 
that we had a good team but 
to advance as far as we did 
and do as well as we did but 
kind of a surprise. We had 
an outstanding defense with 
14 shut outs and that’s pret- 
ty good. We had a lot of good 
combinations that worked 
and it seemed like we got a 
lot stronger as a team every 
month.” 

After the regular season 
was over, Wilmington defeat- 
ed Marblehead 4-0 in the 
first round, before the excit- 
ing four-overtime 1-0 shoot- 
out win over Bedford. That 
put the team in the sectional 
semi-final and that’s when 
the season came to an end. 

“They were a good team 
and I won’t take anything 
away from them,” said 
Scanlon. “But we had our 
opportunities. We had two 
real big ones and one of 
those goes in, I think the 
entire complexion of the 
game changes. We also did- 
n’t play well. You can’t go to 
a state tournament game 
and not play well. You can 
get away with it in a regular 
season game but not in a 
post-season game.” 

Before that loss to North 
Andover, Wilmington won 
the Middlesex League 
Division 2 title, which gave 
Scanlon a league champi- 
onship in five different

TON - Before the snow 
arrived, you may remember 
your windows, siding, and 
porch lights covered with 
swarms of brown, fluttering 
pests. Or maybe you were 
driving home one night in 


what appeared to be a bliz- 


zard of flying insects. The 
Crier wanted to know more 
about these winged crea- 
tures that appear each fall, 
but seemed particularly 
prevalent this year. Thanks 
to Jennifer Forman Orth, 
Ph.D., State Plant Pest 
Survey Coordinator at the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Agricultural Resources 
and Bob Childs, Extension 
Entomologist at UMass 
Amherst, the following is a 
summary of the many ques- 
tions they generously 
answered for our readers. 


What are these insects 
and why are they here? 
They’re known as the win- 
ter moth, or Operophtera 
brumata. (If you’d like to 
impress your friends, our 
attempt at a _ phonetic 
spelling would be: Oper-off- 
thera brew-mata) 
Entomologists believe the 
winter moth somehow made 
its way here from Nova 
Scotia. The moth was dis- 
covered in Nova Scotia 
around 1940 and was traced 
back to its native land in 
Europe. 


How long has the 
winter moth been 
in New England? 

They were first discovered 
in Plymouth County in the 
late 90’s, but they may have 
been here longer. Winter 
moths have been reported 
from Maine to Cape Cod, 
throughout Rhode Island, 
and in eastern Connecticut. 
There seems to be a large 
winter moth problem along 
the coast. 


Is the winter moth 
affected by weather? 


This year, March had a few 
days with temperatures in 
the 80’s, very a-typical. And 
from some of the prelimi- 
nary research, once temper- 
atures climb to the 80s it 
kills the eggs. Climate’s 
effect on the winter moth is 
still being researched. Joe 
Elkinton, Professor of 
Environmental Conserva- 
tion at UMass Amherst, 
leads the only active 
research program in the US 
studying the winter moth. 


What is the difference 
between the male and 
female moths? 


Female moths are gray 
and referred to as being 
wingless, however they have 
small remnants of wings 
that can be seen under a 
microscope. Female moths 
cannot fly. Male winter 
moths have wings and can 
fly. They are either dull 
brown, light brown or tan. 
Neither the male nor 
female have a functioning 
mouth. They do not feed at 
all in the adult stage; their 
only purpose is to find a 
mate and produce eggs for 
the next generation. 


Are these moths typically 
seen around light sources? 
Yes. The male winter 
moths are very attracted to 
outdoor lights. Meanwhile, 
the females seek a vertical 
silhouette (such as a tree

trunk) and will run up the 
tree while emitting a 
pheromone that attracts the 
males. This pheromone is 
emitted near the tip of the 
abdomen. The male per- 
ceives it with his antennae. 


Do Moths Lay Eggs? 

Yes. After mating, the 
female lays approximately 
150 eggs (not all eggs sur- 
vive to adulthood) under 
tree bark or in tree crevices. 
The egg clusters are tiny, 
round, and individually scat- 
tered on tree bark. They are 
light green at first, then turn 
light orange, and finally 
become darker in late win- 
ter. Just before hatching, 
they become a _ beautiful, 
deep, shiny, blue color. They 
are only blue for a day or 
two before the caterpillar 
emerges. 


When do the eggs hatch? 


Most years in 
Massachusetts, approxi- 
mately mid-April. Last 
year, because of warm tem- 
peratures, they started 
hatching by March 2ist. 

When these caterpillars 
first hatch, they are tiny - 
less than a millimeter - and 
pale yellow. They climb 
upwards, seeking swelling 
buds on trees, and wriggle in 
through the loosening bud 
scales. They feed within 
leaf or flower buds in early 
spring. If 5-7 caterpillars 
feed inside a bud, they may 
consume enough of the bud 
to kill it. Otherwise, once 
the foliage opens, it will 
already have holes, giving it 
a tattered appearance. 

Caterpillars that attack 
flower buds eat the repro-

ductive parts of the flowers. 
No flowers mean no fruit: 
flowers set the fruit. 
Therefore winter moths can 
threaten crops. In the late 
90s, blueberry growers 
didn’t have crops for three 
years because winter moth 
caterpillars were destroying 
flower buds. 


How many caterpillars 
can live in one tree? 

Hundreds of thousands, 
depending on population 
that year. Their palate con- 
sists of maples, oak, birch, 
apples, crabapple, and blue- 
berry. 


How long do 
caterpillars feed? 
Caterpillars historically 


feed until the last. week in 
May. Then they drop into the 
soil, about an inch deep, and 
move into the next life stage 
- pupae. This means the 
caterpillar body transforms 
into the adult form - the win- 
ter moth. 


When do the 
moths appear? 

Adult moths emerge and 
begin to mate around mid- 
November through 
December, depending on the 
weather. If it is cold, the 
emergence stops. If it rains 
and the next day or two it’s 
on the warm side (low 40s) 
that seems to stimulate the 
emergence of moths. 


How do the moths travel? 


As caterpillars, they can be 
easily transported in the soil 
of landscape plants. They 
can also drop from trees into 
plant beds and feed on

Can anything derketae ihe 
winter moth population?: 


Professor Joseph Elkinton 
at the University * of 
Massachusetts Amherst has 
spent the last eight years 
releasing parasitic flies, 
known as Cyzenis albicans, 
into the moth population. 
The winter moth is its only 
known host. The fly will lay 
eggs on foliage the caterpil- 
lar is eating so that the eggs 
are ingested. Once the eggs 
hatch, the caterpillar is con- 
sumed from the inside. ‘This 
year, Professor Elkinton 
hopes to have 50,000 para- 
sitic flies released in eastern 
Massachusetts. ‘(It is consid- 
ered a “natural pest”, not an

Task force reports on municipal 


unemployment | insurance benefits 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


By PAUL FEELY 


A state task force convened 
earlier this year, in response 
to a letter sent by a Lynnfield 
town official outlining issues 
with the unemployment sys- 
tem, has completed its report. 

The task force was created 
by Governor Deval Patrick 
back in March, after 
Lynnfield Town Administrator 
Bill Gustus sent a_ letter, 
signed by other local officials, 
to the state requesting relief 
from some unemployment 
claims involving municipal 
workers. 

The claims include those 
filed by school bus drivers in 
the summer, and a retired offi- 
cer, receiving a pension, who 
collected unemployment when 
his work hours were up for 
the year. In his letter, Gustus 
reported Lynnfield spent 
$120,000 on claims like these 
over a three year span. 

The following are excerpts 
from Gustus' letter: 

"Unemployment compen- 
sation payments are a direct 
expense to municipalities. 
Given the relatively stable 
nature of public employment 
and the strong due process 
policies found in most munici- 
palities, layoffs and wrongful 
terminations are unusual. 
Therefore most communities 
choose to self-fund unemploy- 
ment, and, consequently, 
these types of cases are 
killing us financially. Herein- 
below are outlined a number 
of specific cases which high- 
light the types of situations we 
have faced in the recent past 
and continue to face on a reg- 
ular basis. 

"In one community, a 
retired police officer is col- 
lecting unemployment under 
what we would consider to be 
an unfair application of the 
unemployment compensation 
law. This individual enjoys a 
healthy town-funded pension, 
and he is allowed to work 
details for the town to supple- 
ment his public pension by 
about $25K. Due to state law, 
he is restricted to this amount 
of extra income without hav- 
ing his pension reduced by 
earnings beyond this statutory 
limit. The retirement system 
requires that we notify him 
when he has reached his out-

side-income limit and that 
thereafter, for the remainder 
of the calendar year, he will be 
subject to a dollar for dollar 
reduction to his pension if he 
continues to work. So what 
does he do? He stops working 
and files an unemployment 
claim, and surprisingly, his 
claim is approved. The town 
asked for a hearing to dispute 
his claim and after this hear- 
ing, the hearing officer found 
that, because the law says he 
can't keep working for the 
town, that this is a loss of a 


job through no fault of his own 
and affirmed that he is enti- 
tled to unemployment com- 
pensation at the . town's 
expense. Then to make mat- 
ters worse, the retired officer 
starts taking details again in 
January, since the new year 
has begun and he can earn 
another $25k in details beyond 
his $37k/yr pension, but his 
unemployment claim remains 
open and for every week in 
which his detail earnings are

- Those fond of the award- 
‘winning "Lord of the Rings" 
pictures will feel a sense of 
deja vu in watching "An 
Unexpected Journey," as 
cinematography, costum- 
ing, score and set design 
are all virtually identical, 
‘not to mention several cast 
members. And _ while 
"Journey" gets off to a slow 
start, the colorful charac- 
ters, action sequences and 
unparalleled visual effects 
quickly help pick up the 
pace. 

The Hobbit is set 60 
years before The Lord of 
the. Rings. It’s centered 
upon Bilbo Baggins, uncle 
of The Lord of the Rings’ 
hobbit hero, Frodo Baggins. 

Bilbo Baggins (Martin 
Freeman, expertly cast) is 
a peaceful hobbit perfectly 
happy to remain in the 
quiet calm of the Shire. But 
that all changes when the 
wizard Gandalf (lan 
McKellen, reprising his 
"Rings" role) arrives at 
Bilbo's abode with 13 


dwarves in tow. Gandalf and 
the dwarves, led by the 
brave and stubborn Thorin 
Oakenshield, are planning a 
trek to the Lonely Mountain 
to retake their kingdom of 


* Erebor from a vicious drag- 


on named Smaug. Bilbo 
reluctantly agrees to tag 
along as the group's "bur- 
glar," and soon the crew is 
on the road to Erebor. 

The quest proves a dan- 
gerous one as_ Bilbo, 
Gandalf and the dwarves 
run across three hungry 
trolls, a horde of nasty gob- 
lins and their leader, and 
other obstacles. Bilbo also 
meets the gangly creature 
Gollum (Andy Serkis) and 
finds the One Ring, a power- 
ful treasure that plays an 
integral role in the "Lord of 
the Rings" films. 

There is a paint-by-num- 
bers feel to "Journey," since 
the groundwork was already 
well laid with "Lord of the 
Rings." Some scenes — such 
as a flashback battle scene 
involving Thorin and the 
dwarves -- are incredibly 
similar to moments in 
"Rings." 

The dwarves are a treat, 
though, especially Thorin 
(Richard Armitage), elder 
Balin (Ken Stott) and tat- 
tooed warrior | Dwalin 
(Graham McTavish). And 
"Journey" introduces a host 
of interesting new charac- 
ters, such as Gandalf's fel- 
low wizard Radagast 
(Sylvester McCoy). 

Freeman makes a won- 
derful Bilbo, perfectly mix- 
ing humor and heart, and 
McKellen serves up another 
terrific performance.

“THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED JOURNEY” 


Like The Lord of the 
Rings, The Hobbit is being 
adapted into a trilogy, even 
though it’s but a single 
Tolkien book. Not bothering 
to mention the obvious com- 
mercial motivation, 
Jackson cites Tolkien’s 
extensive, published notes 
for The Hobbit as a resource 
and blueprint for the new 
trilogy. 


“FLIGHT” 
GRADE: ** 


Denzel Washington’s per- 
formance as an alcoholic 
pilot in Flight is a one of the 
best of his career. The pilot 
he portrays, Whip Whitaker, 
is a great one with years of 
experience. In the spectacu- 
lar crisis-in-the-air 
sequence that arrives early 
in the film, Whip’s cockpit 
skills save most of the peo- 
ple aboard a plane that in 
all likelihood would be 
doomed had he not acted to 
save them. 

But there’s a catch. 
Whip’s brilliant maneuvers 
were executed under the 
influence. 

Advertising for Flight 
suggests it’s more of a 
thriller than a drama. 
Despite the movie’s opening 
action-sequence, Flight is a 
serious, occasionally funny 
drama. It tackles the issue 
of addiction with gripping 
honesty. 

Washington, a winner of 
two Academy Awards, may 
have earned another nomi- 
nation at the least with his 
performance here. 

Whip, a career pilot, like- 
ly has been an alcoholic his 
entire adult life. He’s no 
stranger to cocaine, mari- 
juana and other substances

Washington takes his role 
as a pilot on the edge by the 
horns. He wrestles with the 
addiction inside of Whip, 
winning a few battles, losing 
most of the others. 

Washington plays an air- 
line pilot who, despite being 
hung-over, drunk and coked- 
up, manages to bring down 
a damaged plane in a dar- 
ing emergency landing on 
what should have been a 
routine flight between 
Orlando and Atlanta. 

Robert Zemeckis, the 
director of films like Cast 
Away, Back to the Future, 
The Polar Express and 
Forrest Gump, keeps his 
storytelling lean and effi- 
cient. The movie’s deep sup- 
porting cast includes John 
Goodman, Don Cheadle 
and, another Oscar-winner, 
Melissa Leo. 

Goodman appears in only 
two scenes, but his part as 
Harling Mays, Whip’s drug 
supplier, is classic 
Goodman. 


Cheadle has engaging 
scenes, too, as the Chicago 
lawyer hired by the pilots’ 
union to protect Whip from 
potential criminal negli- 
gence charges. Cheadle 
plays it straight as the all- 
business attorney, a tactic 
that lets his straight-man 
reaction to Whip’s off-the- 
rails behavior become more 
comic relief. 

The script wobbles and 
many people will find the 
ending unsatisfactory, but 
Washington’s performance 
is worth the price of admis- 
sion. He is always mesmer- 
izing on screen, but here he 
opens up more than he ever 
has, allowing the audience 
to be disturbed by ‘Whip’s 
carelessness and irresponsi- 
bility and the way he hurts 
others, while holding on to 
our attention and loyalty.

“in May of 2011, Rep. 
Jason Lewis asked the board 
to consider opening up more 
of the Fells to residents. He 
felt that closing it off ‘largely 
separates the part of the Fells 
closest to our community, and 
makes it difficult for users to 
broadly use and experience.... 

“Hearing his arguments, 
the board chose instead to lis- 
ten to the advice of then 
Acting Town Manager 
MaryEllen Lannon and Board 
of Health Director Jennifer 
Murphy who favored keeping 
any areas near the reservoirs 
off limits. They feared that the 
water supply could become 


contaminated if a dog or per- 
son entered the water ... 

“Rep. Lewis thought a 
partnership between the town 
and the DCR could work, as 
the department was working 
on a Middlesex Fells Trail 
Management Plan. However, 
even after meeting with a 
representative from the DCR, 
Lannon still suggested keep- 
ing specific areas closed to 
the public. The board

Recently, the board took 
another look. “The only sug- 
gestion came from Selectman 
Doug Marmon, who has been 
working on the issue for some 
time. He advised opening up 
the road between the north 
and middle reservoir,” notes 
the “Chronicle.” 

“ .The board’s biggest 
concern remains public safe- 
ty. Selectman Jim Johnson 
asked how the town would 
enforce additional open areas 
and who would pay... 

“Right now, it seems 
enforcement encompasses 
the entire Winchester section 
of the Fells (the Reservation 
includes Winchester, 
Stoneham, Medford, Malden, 
and Melrose). There is much 
signage in the area, though 
most of it is confusing... it 
seems that unless the board 
can find resources to fund 
additional enforcement, some 
of the Fells will continue to 
remain off limits to the pub- 
lic. Though, it should be 
noted that Chairman Tom 
Howley said he would ‘take 
the priorities of the town into 
consideration.

“These inequities are not 
limited to public safety work- 
ers. We also learned that 
many school teachers avail 
themselves of unemployment 
compensation in ways we 
believe were not intended. As 
we understand it, teachers are 
given one-year contracts each 
September which run through 
the end of the following 
August. "According to virtual- 
ly every collective bargaining 
agreement and state law, if an 
individual teacher's contract 
is not going to be renewed, 
they must be notified on or 
before May 15 of any given 
year. Given the financial 
uncertainty over the past few 
years and the fact that munic- 
ipal budgets are often not set- 
tled by May 15, many school 
districts must send out these 
notices to a number of teach- 
ers, just to protect themselves 
against the effects of budget 
cutbacks. However, once a 
teacher gets one of these 
notices, and despite the fact 
that the municipality must 
continue to pay them through 
the end of August and contin- 
ue to provide health coverage, 
some of these teachers file a 
claim for unemployment. 
They then collect all summer 
and, after the budget is set, 
most of them are rehired for 
the next school year. They can 
do this because they have the 
option to take a lump-sum 
salary payment in June, for 
the whole summer. They then 
go down to the unemployment 
office and truthfully say they 


. received a notice that their 
contract will not be renewed 


and they won't be seeing any 
more checks. So, for the 
entire summer, the town will 
have paid their salary and 
paid them unemployment as 
well.

schools are closed, and even 
the day after Thanksgiving. 
These school bus drivers are 
paid out of the town side of 
the budget instead of the 
school budget. If they were 
paid by the school depart- 
ment, they would be ineligible 
for unemployment but, since 
they work for the town, they 
may collect, and, do collect 
unemployment compensation. 
In our view, a school bus driv- 
er is a school bus driver and 
their ability to collect unem- 
ployment should not be based 
on whether they are paid out 
of the school budget or the 
town budget." 

The Task Force met five 
times, during which it 
reviewed the issues presented 
by municipalities, materials 
provided by the Department 
of Unemployment Assistance 
(DUA), comments by munici- 
palities and their associa- 
tions, such as the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA), and addi- 
tional data that it requested of 
DUA. 

After a review of each of 
these categories, | which 
included a review of current 
state and federal law, U.S. 
Department of Labor man- 
dates, municipal-specific 
issues, DUA practice and pol- 
icy, practices and perceptions 
of municipalities, and impact 
on both public and private 
employers and employees, the 
Task Force reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions and rec- 
ommendations. 

The task force suggests 
reducing a municipal retiree’s 
unemployment benefits to an 
amount equal to 65% of their 
weekly pension payment. The 
report states, “Under the pro- 
posed offset ratio, only those 
retirees with smaller pensions 
are potentially able to receive 
benefits. Individuals whose 
annual pension alléwance is

$53,920 or higher would ‘ot 
receive any benefits, even 
though technically eligible, 
because their pension ‘offset 
would be the same or greater 
as their benefit amount.": < - 

On the issue of bus drivers 
filing for unemployment. bene- 
fits during summer and other 
non-school times, the report 
states that under state ‘law, 
educators are typically. eligi- 
ble for unemployment if they 
are informed by June 15th 
that they will not be renewed 
for coming school year. The 
report also notes, however, 
that “the failure to give a non- 
renewal notice constitutes a 
“reasonable assurance” that 
makes the teacher ineligible 
for UI benefits over the sum- 
mer break. 

The task force proposed a 
specific amendment to state 
law aimed at addressing this 
issue, as shown in the follow- 
ing paragraphs: ‘ 

“The proposed amendment 
solves the current problem by 
extending the reasonable 
assurance prohibitions of 28A 
to all public employees who 
provide services to public 
schools, such as crossing 
guards, cafeteria workers, 
and bus drivers, regardless of 
whether they are on the direct 
payroll of the school depart- 
ment or on another municipal 
payroll. 

“As a result, all public 
employees providing services 
to a public school who have a 
reasonable assurance of con- 
tinued employment would. be 
ineligible for benefits , when 
there is no work available 
-because school is not in-ses- 
sion, whether over the’ sum- 
mer or during breaks 
throughout the school., year. 
This ensures consistency and 
uniformity for all school 
employees within and among 
all municipalities in the 
Commonwealth.”

Q. Can you "repurpose” a 
back hall or laundry?

In this case 
your first step would be the 
same as if you were designing 
a new home, determine what 
you expect from the space. Is it 
more storage? A place for the 
dog? Better separation from 
the primary living area? Or? 
Next consider the available 
space. Reconfiguring available 
cabinets and closets while 
updating floor, wall, and count- 
er tops may satisfy the owners' 
needs. If more space is needed 
can walls be moved or volume 
added to the home? In some
